Much less than 1,000,000 pounds is sent 
to England, and exceedingly small quan 
tities reach other countries.

The double-sounding cracker which

States, is wonderfully popular in China 
It iias two chambers separated by a 
plug of clay, through which runs a con- 
necting fuse. 
There is also a fuso ex- 


tending from the powder in the lower 
chamber through the side of the crack- 
er. When the cracker is to be let off it 
is «et on end and fire placed to the 
dangling end of the fuse. 
The pon 


exploding in the lower chamber throws 
the cracker high in the air, where 
the 


second charge is exploded by fire from 
tbe fnso extending through the plug be 
tween the fcwe chambers. In the manu- 
facture of the double sounders the clay 
ia first tumped.m with a punch to form 
the separatib&plug. 
The lower cham- 


ber is then filled with powder and clos 
ed by turning over the paper at the 
end. The npper chamber is loaded anc 
closed with the red clay. 
A hole ii 


punched in the side of the lower chain 
ber with an awl, and the fuse iasartec 
through the opening.

rjuttia,t.ances of tbe late Hon. John 0. 
Sinclair was

reminiscences of tlie deceased "Demo 
c;atic chieftain" are very interesting. 


Hon. John G. Sinclair," said Mr. 


Briggs, "was one of the very brightest 
men I ever j knew. 
While be WM not 


educated as a public speaker be *»« 
one of tbe most ablest men our platform 
had ever held, and quick to Bee a point, 
and strike back in debate. 
In this re- 


spect, — in always landing on bis feet, 
as it were, — he was like the cat. Ho 
was a strong man intellectually, a pleas- 
ant talker, and as witty as it is possible 
to b?. Fdw of his antagonists cared to 
mix up with him in debate. I bad 
known John G. Sinclair since tbe fall »f 
1843, and my acquaintance with him be- 
gan when we were both students *t the 
Mahodist seminary at Newbary, 
fle boarded at Father Stevens', not 
away from my domicile, which was tho 
boarding house connected with tb« 
school. We were thus very near to- 
gether, and soon after tbe commence- 
ment cf tbe term I formed a very pleas- 
ant schoolboy acquaintance with him. i 
have been more or luss intimate with 
him|from that time up to the time of bii 
\leath. He was a bright, intelligent 
and studious yonng man. 
He was al- 


ways sharp and witty and overflowing 
with fuu, being fond of. pl&y ing harm- 
less tricks with his fellow students.

Freedom's bell £rst rang its Inde- 


pendence In Philadelphia. To the un- 
initiated it pealed its sonoruos noten for 
some unknown pui"pose. To those who, 
Breathlessly, were waiting for the 
sound, it told the news that liberty had 
elm ken off her shackles, that she had 
taken her rightful place and that here- 
after the people would acknowledge 
tl.e power of no ruler except such as 
might be chosen by themselves. It was 
a curious sceue in that staid old 
Quaker town. 


It was on the 7th day of June. 1770, 


thut the delegates fiorn the colonies, 
sitting m Congress in Philadelphia, 
consideied the following resolution in- 
troduced 1>> Virginia's statesman, Rich- 
ard Henry Lee: 


• Resolved That the United Colonies 


are aud ought to be fre« and Independ- 
ent States, and that their political con- 
nection with Great Britain is and 
ought to be dissolved." 


There had been murmurings and 
threats and calm expressions of de- 
termination. But here was united ac- 
tion. The people by their representa- 
tives duly chosen formally absolved 
themselves from allegiance to the 
mother country, and said to the world 
that they had cast off their swaddling 
clothes, they were now wholly able to 
walk alone. To speak vvth absolute 
truth, all the dolu&ites did not favor 
this progressive step.

confined in a cylindrical tube niade of 
straw-board. The top or upper end of 
the tube, through which a spun cotton 
fuse passes, is plugged up with AVw 
Jersey clay, aud the bottom end with 
cork. The plant employs outside of 
their works from 30 to 40 families 
making tho straw-board tubes, which 
run in size from 2Kt inches to 8Vj 
inches m length, aud ranging In dia- 
meter from % to 1-& inches. 'With the 
dischaigo every tiling is 
blown to 


atoms, leaving no burning fire after- 
ward, a.s Is the case with the dis- 
charge of the Chinese crackers, which 
olten causes serious damage. The 
first piocess in the manufacture of 
this cracker Is the forming of the 
tubes. The straw-board is first cut in 
to different lengths and widths ac- 
cording to the size wanted, the small 
strips being about ID inches in length 
and ^»/. inches in width, the other sizes 
beiut: cut in proportion. About 30 of 
these stilps arc given a coat of paste 
aud then placed between the tracks on 
the fuiumur board. A steel forming 
roll is then placed on the track and an 
end oi' one of the stups pressed fast 
to It; the attendant then by a quick 
forward movement of the hand causes 
the pasted strip to be taken up and 
formed iuto a tube in about a second. 
A good hand can form about 2,000 per 
day. 
Attei forming they are racked 


aud left to dry in about three days. 
After diylnsj the tubes are placed on 
a brass nipple board. This boaid con- 
sists of seventy-two circular plus or 
nipples, the exact diameter of the In- 
terior of the tubes, and about three- 
quaiters of an Inch shorter, over 
which thev aie placed, each pin hav- 
ing a small circular hole dow n through 
tho center.

10, a shield, In one of whos* corners 
was a tiny eagle.

tach'es fo It. Thousands and thousands 
of people gain their living, from one 
j ear's end to another, by making Unit- 
ed States nags. This is the way that 
B»Mi Butler, "Strnblnius Ben," laid, the 
foundation of his ample forti^ne. Think 
of it. Every year the people of the 
United States buy four millions of 
Uags. During that same period a mil- 
lion flags disappear. 
Nobody knows 
where they go.

It does not seem to make much differ- 
ence how strenously they seek to pile 
up stock by degrees in order to fill the 
Fourth of July demands, about a 
month before the Fourth so many or- 
ders come In they have all they can do 
to 1111 them. A curious fact Is that no 
matter how hard times may be, the de- 
mand for Hags rarely lessens. We may 
have only a few dollars In our pockets, 
but that makes us no less patriotic. 
The patched-up affair that Betsy 


Uoss gave to the world at the time 
of the Revolutionary War has been re- 
produced millions of times. 
Yet the 


only change from the design that her 
expert lingers prepared Is in the num- 
ber of stars. It Is just the same flag 
In appearance that decorated the hall 
in which tho ttrst Congress of the Unit- 
ed States met. It Is a finer flag now 
in point of material, and almost any 
sort can be bought that one Is willing 
to pay for, but, whether it be silk or 
paper, It is the Stars and Stripes, the 
idol of the people. 


K"*x Hint the King. 


In the beginning, oefore there was 
any trouble with the mother country, 
the colonies used the flag of England, 
the cross of St. George. Rebellious old 
Massachusetts, under Endlcott, In 1636 
cut the cioss out of the flag to show Its 
hatred of Romanism. In 1687 the 
King's arms were substituted, and this 
was used until 1(551, when it was de- 
cided to use the English flag again. In 
1707 the flag of King James, the Union 
Jack, was adopted, and the distinc- 
tively colonial flags were used very 
little 


The Union flags that were shown in 


the early days of the revolution were 
almost all ordinary red English ensigns 
with the Union Tack, and they bore 
as a rule, in addition, a patriotic mot- 
to. After the Battle of Lexington the 
Connecticut troops showed the arms of 
the colony on their ft&&a ,vvith the mot-

It was not until January 2, 1776, 
that a really national flag was raised. 
It was hoisted on that day over Wash- 
ington's headquarters in Cambridge, 
Mass. It was knowni as the Qredt 
Union.' and consisted of the present 
thirteen alternate red a.ad white 
stripes, but in place of the s>tara.there 
were In its blue field the crosses of 
St. Andrew and St George in com- 
bination. 


The flag thus adopted was need until 


after the Declaration of Independence 
w as issued, when the tise of any Eng- 
lish devices became inappropriate.

Saratoga, .where Barvoym/s Biirrea- 


dei- toolc place, is countud by Sir 
Edward Creaay among the fifteen de- 
cisive battles of the world. By thl» 
verdict Uu? American victory comes 
iuto a very small and very memorable 
qowpaiiy. The world's history is full 
of battles aud sieges, and among this 
almost couutless host only fifteen are 
deemed worthy, by an accomplished 
historian, to take rank as decisive In 
the widest sense, nod as affecting the 
destiny of mankind. By what title 
docs Saratoga rise to this dignity? 
Certainly not from the numbers en- 
gnged, for they were comparatively 
small. The victory was complete, It Is 
true, but an army of 10,000 men has 
been beaten and has , surrendered 
many times without deciding any- 
thing, not even the -issue of a cam- 
paign. From the military point of 
view the blow was a heavy one to 
England, but she has suffered greater 
losheB than tlite In her career of con- 
quest and still, has come out victor- 
ious. 


The fact is that the significance of 
Saratoga lies It*;*, is what It actually 
was, than Jn >\ hat It proved aud what 
It In ought to pass. It sl'owed the? 
ll«htbae quality of the 
American 
people, and demonstrated that they 
were able to rise up around a power- 
ful and disciplined force and hunt 
It down to ruin and surrender. The 
prospect of .conquering a people cap- 
able of .such lighting, defended by 
three thousand miles of ocean and 
backed by ihe wilderness, was ob- 
•Uously slight. Saratoga neant, fur- 
ther, Unit the attempt to control the 
Hudson, and thus divide the States, 
had definitely failed. The enormous 
advantage of a united country for mil- 
itary purpose? had been won, and the 
union of tho new States, which, physi- 
cally as well as politically, was essen- 
tial to vlctofy, had bw»n secured, aud, 
once secured, tins meant ultimate suc- 
cess. Last, and most important of all, 
the surrender of Burgoym* and the 
utter wreck of his campaign convinced 
Europe of these very facts, or in other 
words, ass>ui«<l foreign powers that 
the reiolted colonies would wja In the 
end —From "Tho Story of the Revolu- 
tion," by Senator 11.

In the winter of 1115, itobert Mor- 
ris, Esq., Financier for the Continental 
Congress, chartered the brig Nancy at 
Wilmington, Del. The ensuing year 
she sailed for Porto Rico under Eng- 
lish colors and landed at Don Antonio 
Seronla, to procure arms and ammuni- 
tion by a contract previously made 
with the Spanish Government. 
At St. Crolx, and St Thomas the 


brfg'took~ln produce by flay and muni- 
tions of war at night. These were 
sent from St. Eustatia in small ves- 
sels. "When the cargq. was nearly com- 
plete Information' was received ihat 
Independence had been declared and 
a description of the colors jidopted. 
This, of course, was cheering newa 
to the sailors, as they could 1hen show 
their true colors and would not have 
to act clandestinely. Tbe necessary 
material for tjhe making of the flag 
was .Tat once .procured, and a young 
wan on board set to work privately to 
-tunica it. -Xhe young man was Thomas 
Meiuleuhnll. who afterward became a 
captain in {.lift nnyy. The brig was at 
once armed for defense, and all things 
put In order ready to weigh anchor. 
On the day that tbe brig was to sail 
the cnntain invited the Governor and 
suit and twenty other gentlemen on 
boned to dine. A sumptuous dinner 
wn<? sewed.

whose memory Is venerated by the 
Mahometans almost as much as that 
of Mahomet himself. 
One day, 000 jears ago, a vessel 


from tbe Indies cast anchor in the 
port. Those on board had noticed a 
hut, and they disembarked to see what 
It was. 


The sheik (for it was his dwelling) 


received the strangers kindly and gave 
them some coffee to drink, for he was 
very fond of it and attributed great 
virtue to It 
The travelers, who had never seen 


coffee before, thought that this hot 
drink would be a cure for the plague. 
Schoedell assured them that through 
his prayers aud the use of this drink 
that not only would the plague be 
stopped, but also that if they would 
unload their merchandise they could 
make a good profit by it. 


The owner of tl^e ship was Impressed 


by this strange man, especially as he 
found the coffee so palatable. On the 
same day a large number of Arabs 
came to listen to the hermit's preach- 
ing and among them were some mer- 
chant<« who purchased all the goods on 
the ship.

Earth and Its Axis 


Nine persons out of ten—yes, 999 out 


of every 1,000—If asked how long it 
takes tlie earth to turn once on Its axis 
would answer twenty-four hours, and 
to the Question: '-How man> times 


w it turn on its axis In tbe course 


of a >earV" the ans-wer would be: 363% 
times. Both answers are wrong. It 
requires but twenty-three hours and 
iifty-six minutes for the earth to make 
one complete turn, and it makes 306% 
turns during the year. 
The error 


springs from a wrong Idea of what is 
meant by a day. The day Is not, as4s 
commonly supposed, the time required 
by the earth to make one turn on its 
axis, but the Interval betvvoen two 
successive passages of the sun across 
the merldan—that is to say, the time 
which elapses after the sun is seen 
exactly south of Its diurnal course 
through the heavens before It It Is 
seen aerain in thnt position. Now, la 
consequence of the earth's revolution 
in its orbit, or path around the sun, 
the sun bas the appearance of moving 
very slowly in the heavens In a direc- 
tion • from east to west. 
At noon to- 


morrow the sun will be a short dis- 
tance to the east of the point in the 
heavens at which it is seen at noon 
to-day, so that when the earth has 
made one complete turn. It will still 
have TO tuiu four minutes louger be- 
fore the sun ean again be seen exactly 
south.

Most of the lire cracker* used In out 


Fourth of July celebrations are Itn- 
jorted from China. Recently a plant 
'uf their manufacture was started in 
hl« country, and they are able to com- 
pete with the foreign cracker. ThU 
new Uncle Sam cannon cracker is 
made of an exploshe composition of 
chlorate of potash, bichromate of pot- 
ash and charcoal, the substance being 
:onfitied in a cylindrical tube made of 
strawboard. The top or xipper end of 
he tube, through which a spun cotton 
U»e passes, is plugged up with New 
ersey clay, and the bottom end with 
cork. The plant emplojs outside of 
their work*, from 30 to 40 families 
making the strawboard tubes, which 
•un In size from 2M: inches to 
8V*j 


uches in length, and ranging In dia- 
meter from VL. to 1& inches). 'With the 
dischaigo everything Is blown to 
atom*, leaving no burning fire after- 
ward. as Is the case with the dis- 
charge of the Chinese crackers, which 
often 
causes serious dauuige. The 
irst process lu the manufacture of 
his cracker is the forming of the 
ubes. The btrawboard is lirst cut in 
o rtitTeietit lengths aud widths ac- 
cording to the size wanted, the small 
strips being about 10 inches in length 
and 21/.- inches in width, the other sizes 
>eiug cut iu proportion. About 50 of 
these strips are gheu a coat of paste 
md then placed between the tiacks on 
the forming board. A steel forming 
oil is then placed on the track and an 
>nd oi oue of the strips pressed fast 
o it; the attendant then by a quick 
'orward movement of the hand causes 
.he. parted strip to be taken up and 
"ormed into a tube iu about a second. 
A good hand can form about 2,000 per 
day. Alter forming they are racked 
md left to dry in about three days. 
After dryintr the tubes are placed on 
a brass nipple board. This boaid con- 
ists of seventj-two circular pins or 
nipples, the exact diameter of the in- 
terior of tho tubes, aud about three- 
quaiters of au inch shorter, o\er 
which they eie placed, ench pin hav- 
ng a small circular hole dow n through 
the center. The fuse, which Is tilled 
inside with line gunpowder, is placed 
into this hole and a quantity of clay 
Is put into the top of the tube, which 
s rammed down good and tight ou the 
top of the brass nipple, forming a 
solid plug, and also holding the fuse In 
>lace in tlie center. The tubes are 
.hen taken off of the nipples and put 
nto what are called forms.

The thoughts of sixty millions of peo- 


ple are turned toward the Stars ami 
Stripes. There are Flag' Days aud all 
sorts of days that we celebrate lu cue 
fashion or another, but when the 
Fourth of July getx within leacbius 
distance, then tve realize' that the day 
of days Is at liaud. That Is why the 
Star Spangled Banner Is in the minds 
of everybody. 
The orators with silver tongues have 
told aud. Hie poets have sung about ail 
That is great and glorious regarding 
the old nag. So much for patriotism. 
lleally .the flag >la a very prosaic bene- 
fit, apart from the sentiment that at- 
tache^ to it. Thousands and thousands 
of people gain their living, from one 
j ear's eud to another, by making Unit- 
ed States flags. This is the way that 
Bt>n liutler, "Strablnius ,Benf" laid the 
foundation of his ample fortune. Think 
of It. Every year the people of the 
United States buy four millions of 
llags. During that same period a mil- 
lion flags disappear. Nobody knows 
where they go.

The manufacturers of flags say that 


it does not seem to make much differ- 
ence how strenously they seek to pile 
up stock by degrees In order to fill the 
Fourth of July demands, about a 
month before the Fourth so many or- 
ders come in they have all they can do 
to 1111 them. A curious fact Is that no 
matter how hard times may be, the de- 
mand for flags rarely lessens. We may 
have only a few dollars In our pockets, 
but that makes us no less patriotic. 
The patched-up affair that Betsy 


Rose gave to the world at the time 
of the Revolutionary War has been re- 
produced millions of times. 
Yet the 


only change from the design that her 
expert lingers prepared is In the num- 
ber of stars. It is just the same flag 
in appearance that decorated the hall 
in which the ttrst Congress of the Unit- 
ed States met. It is a finer flag now 
in point of material, and almost any 
sort can bo bought that one is willing 
to pay for, but, whether it be silk or 
paper, It is the Stars and Stripes, the 
idol of the people.

After the reading of the Declaration 


of Independence before the Continental 
Congress oft July 4, 1770. l>r. Frank- 
lin, Thomas Jefferson and John Adams 
were appointed a committee TO prepare 
a device for the seal of tt-e United 
States. They recommended, on Aug. 
10, a shield, in one of whos* corners 
was a tiny eagle. 
This seal did not meet favorable re- 


ception. 
Nothing 
further was 
done 
until 


March 25. 1710, when the natter was 
referred to a new committee. 
Their 
work counted not, and aftoi some de- 
bate their report was recou.mitted. 
Two years later the records show

In the beginning, oefore there was 


any trouble with the mother country, 
the colonies used the flag of England, 
the cross of St. George. Rebellious old 
Massachusetts, under Endicott, in 1630 
cut the cioss out of the flag to show its 
hatred of Romanism. In 1687 the 
King's arms were substituted, and this 
was used until 1051, when it was de- 
cided to use the English flag again. In 
HOT the flng of King James, the Union 
Jack, \^as adopted, and the distlnc- 
thely colonial flags were used very 
little. 
The Union flags that were shown In 


the early days of the revolution were 
almost all ordinary red English ensigns 
with the Union Jack, and they bore 
as a rule, in addition, a patriotic mot- 
o. After the Battle of Lexington the 
jonnecticut troops showed the arms of 
lie colony on their "flags ,with the mot- 
o, '-Qui Transtulit SustineL" The 
ships sent 
otit by 
Massachusetts 
at this time carried a white flag with 
a grefn pine tree."- The arnjod ships of 
S'ow York showed the device of New 
Nelherland, a beaver; and the fleet, 
under Commodore Esek Hopkins, in 
the 
Delaware, flew a 
yellow flag 


with the famous rattlesnake, and the 
famous motto, "Don't Tread on Me.*' 
The first armed yessels to te commis- 
sioned in the name of all the colonies 
tby Washington) bore the pine tree 
banner. 
It was not until January 2, 1776, 
that n reallv national flag was raised. 
It was hoisted on that daj over Wash- 
ington's headquarters in Cambridge, 
Mass. It was knownx as the (Jreat 
Union." and consisted of the present

stripes, but in place of the sAars.,there 
were In its blue field the crosses of 
St. Andrew and St. George in com- 
bination.

der took place, Is counted by Sir 
Edward Creasy among tUe fifteen de- 
cisive battles of the world. By this 
verdict the American victory cornea 
into a *ery small and very memorable 
Qompauy. The world's history Is full 
of battles aud sieges, and among this 
almost countless host only fifteen are 
deemed worthy, by an accomplished 
historian, to take rank as decisive In 
the widest sense, and as affecting the 
destiny of mankind. By what title 
docs Saratoga rise to this dignity? 
Certainly not from the numbers en- 
gaged, for they were comparatively 
Biuall. The victory was complete, It is 
true, but an army of 10,000 men has 
been beaten and has surrendered 
mans' times without deciding any- 
thing, not even the-issue of a cam- 
paign. From the military point of 
view the blow was a heavy oue to 
England, but she has suffered greater 
lossew than this in her career of con- 
quest and still, has come out victor- 
ious. 


The fact is that the significance of 
Saratoga lies It**, is what It actually 
was, than Ju what It proved and what 
it btought to pass. It si-owed the 
fighting 
quality of the American 


people, and demonstrated that they 
were able to rl.se up around a power- 
ful and disciplined force and hunt 
It down to ruin aud surrender. The 
prospect of .conquering a people cap- 
able of .such lighting, defended by 
three thousand miles of ocean and 
backed by 
tlu» wilderness, was ob- 


viously slight. Saratoga meant, fur- 
ther, that the attempt to control the 
Hudson, and thus divide' the States, 
had definitely failed. The enormous 
advantage of a united country for mil- 
itary purposes had been won, and the 
union of tho new States, which, physi- 
cally as well as politically, was essen- 
tial to victory, had been secured, and, 
once secured, this meant ultimate suc- 
cess. Last, and most important of all, 
the surrender of Burgoyno and the 
utter wreck of his campaign convinced 
Europe of these very facts, or in other 
word*, assuied foreign powers that 
the revolted colonies would win In the 
end —From "Tho Story of the Revolu- 
tion," by Senator U. C. Lodge, in 
"Scrtbner's."

greatest excitement. Similar enthusi- 
asm prevailed throughout the country, 
in every city, town or hamlet in which 
the new patriotic ballad was sung. 
The author was not forgotten in the 
great success of the, song, and 'on one 
occasion 500 enthusiastic citizens gath- 
ered in front of Tlopkinson's home and 
sang his song in a grand chorus that 
made the welkin ring, even in placid 
Philadelphia. 


The first American flag that ever 
floated in a foreign port was hoisted 
by Capt. Thomas Mendenhall. This 
event took place in the spring of 1770 
at St. Eustatia, one of the neutral Is- 
lands during the revolutionary war. 


In tlie winter of 1175, Robert Mor- 


ris, Bsq , Financier for the Continental 
Congress, chartered the brig Nancy at 
Wilmington, Del. The ensuing year 
she sailed for Porto Rico under Eng- 
lish colors and landed-at Don Autonio 
Seronia, to procure arms and ammuni- 
tion by a contract previously made 
with the Spanish Government. 
At St. Croix, and St Thomas the 
brig'took-in produce by Hay and muni- 
tions of war at night. These were 
sent from St. Eustatia in small ves- 
sels. >Vhen the corgcj. was usarly conv 
plete Information was received that 
independence had been declared and 
a description of the colors .adopted. 


This, of course, was cheering news 


to the sailors, as thfey could ^hen show 
their true colors and -Would not^lmve 
to act clandestinely. The necessary 
material for tlie making of the flag 
v^as ,'jvt once -procured, and a young 
man on board set to work privately to 
niitka it. -Xhe young man was Thomas 
Memleuhall. who afterward became a 
captain In Uie nnvy. TUe brig was at 
once armed foe defense, And all things 
put Tu order r'eady to weigh anchor. 
Ou the day that the brig was to sail 
tho captain Invited the Governor and 
suit and twenty other gentlemen on 
board to dine. A sumptuoua dinner 
wns served. As the customs barges

Karth nnd Its Axis 


Nine persons out of ten—yes, 999 out 


of every 1,000—If asked how long it 
takes tlie earth to turn once on Its axis 
\vould answer twenty-four hours, ant| 
to the question: "How many times 
di!es It turn on its axis in the course 
of a yearV" the answer would be: 363% 
limes. Both answers are wrong, it 
requires but twenty-three hours and 
fifty-six minutes for the earth to make 
oue complete turn, and it makes 306V4 
turns during the year. 
The error 


springs from a wrong idea of what is 
meant by a day. The day Is not, as*ls 
commonly supposed, the time required 
by the earth to make one turn on its 
axis, but the interval between two 
successive passages of the sun across 
the meridau—that is to say, the time 
which elapses after the sun is seen 
exactly south of its diurnal course 
through the heavens before it it Is 
seeu again in that position. Now, in 
consequence of the earth's revolution 
in its orbit, or path around the sun, 
the sun has the appearance of moving 
very slowly iu the heavens in a direc- 
tion, from east to west. At noon to- 
morrow the sun will be a short dis- 
tance to the east of the point in the 
heavens at which it is seen at noon 
to-day, so that when the earth has 
made one complete turn, it will still 
have To turn four minutes louger be- 
fore the sun can agahrbe seen exactly 
south. 


Moose and Caribou Cemeteries. 
Forest and Stream contains the fol- 


lowing contribution from a, Quebec cor- 
respondent concerning the habit moose 
and caribou have of going to the same 
place, season after season, 
to shed 


their antlers. 


"The idea of the animals seeking a 


definite place for this purpose 
was 


quite new to me, but lately the effi- 
cient Superintendent of Game and 
Fisheries at Quebec, L. Z. Joucas, Esq., 
has told me that they do frequent such 
places, and that this habit was quite 
well known to him. He knew of many 
and mentioned several places where 
horns could almost certainly be found 
at any time. 
And not only do they go 


to shed their horns, but they go there 
to die. 
These places are known as 


cemeteries, and whole skeletons, are 
occasionally found. 
This, however, 


would be rare, as the bones would us- 
ually "be torn apart and scattered by 
bears and other carnivorde.

The New Honey. 


Honey is enjoying renewed favor. 


Men of wealth and leisure are tesc.ng 
and experimenting with 'the dlffeierit 
kinds of honey, and wrinkling their 
brows over the problem of producing 
what seems to them the most desirable 
flavor during the coming summer. 


For the bee Is no longer allowed to 


pursue his own sweet peregrinations 
and sip of the nectar of fiowers wher- 
ever he chooses. Honey made in this 
promiscuous way is much too ordinal y. 
His actions are restricted and guided. 
As a result, such honey as never was 
tasted before is tickling the palates of 
many. If it is the white sweet clover 
flavor that has gained favor with the 
epicure, he goes systematically to work 
to produce It; and plants a large plot 
of ground, perhaps half an acre, with 
this particular kind of clover. He has 
it carefully kept from weeds, or any 
other variety of clover 'that might en- 
deavor to find a footing there. The 
whole ibed is inclosed and roofed with, 
a fine wire netting, and the beehives are 
then placed within the inclosure. From 
the bee's life, 'therefore, the spice of 
variety is pluck&d, and try as hp will 
he can produce none other than white 
sweet clover honey. In flavor it is 
very delicate and almost white in col- 
or. 


Yellow sweet clover honey is pre- 


feired by others. The flavor is slight- 
ly stronger than that made from the 
white variety and its color is a deep 
yellow. Then there is the honey that 
is made from thistles and milkweeds; 
it is amusing to hear producers of such 
flavors tell of their tribulations in mak- 
ing these wayward plants grow within 
their restriction. Some of the wild 
flower honey is almost black in color 
and the flavor is certainly very differ- 
ent from what it was in the days when 
honey was honey and that fact settled 
the question. It is almost verging oa 
the indiscreet to mention buckwheat 
honey nowadays, although it is still ac- 
knowledged to have wonderful "staying 
properties."

It was located in the Kimberley dis- 
trict In South Africa, and when a 
man walked over It he. walked over 
millions of dollars worth of the prec- 
ious stones. 


Five thousand dollars a yard was 


the record of some parts of the road. 
The diamonds are not theie now, so 
it will tlo the gentle reader no good to 
take a ticket for Kimberley and seek 
to find a fortune in the street. It 
seems that when the diamond mining 
industry was some years younger tBaii 
it is to-day, there was a vexing scarcity 
of water in the Kimberley country. 
So. when a miner couldn't get a sup- 
ply of water to help him in his search, 
he had to do the best he could and 
hustle around w ith his tools in the dry 
earth. lie would spade here and there, 
until he struck a lump of. earth which 
held the eagerly-sought prize. Then 
he would abandon the little uiouud 
of earth his spade had overturned and 
seek for diamonds In another place. 
After a wulle, several years in fact, 
these mounds amounted to a consider- 
ble obstruction to travel and further 
digging. Ihe loose earth was iu the 
way, but no one would volunteer to 
cart it away. Finally the Kimberley 
municipal council offered to use the 
dirt In macadamizing the roads around 
the city, which was branching out and 
reaching quite respectable proportions. 
The offer was gladly accepted by the 
mine owners, and the mounds were 
cleared away. 


Nearly a score of years after there 


was a drop in tbe diamond market. 
The price of tbe stones fell, aud, in 
order to bring about a return of high 
figures, the mine owners decided to 
restrict their output. This necessitat- 
ed a big cut Iu the pay roll, and, as a 
result, the Kimberley district was soon 
over-run with unemployed miners. 
Then some of the wifae men in the land 
came to the conclusion that they might 
pick up a tew overlooked gems from 
the highroad if they could get muni- 
cipal permission and a plentiful sup- 
ply of water. They got both, for each 
year a portion of the road which had 
been strengthened by the mound dirt 
was turned over to the men, aud they 
worked In it with astonishing results. 
Diamonds to the value of $200,000 were 
recovered yearly for several years. 
From one little piece of road no bigger
